LIBRARY NEWS 
iPad Minis on the Way!! 


You may have heard from students already 
that the library has recently purchased 6 
iPad minis. After an abundance of research, 
the technology committee feels that this new 
device will help our reading program tre- 
mendously. Studies have shown these de- 
vices to be especially useful to struggling 
readers. There are options to allow the text 
to be read to the student, or they may read 
the book themselves. They will be able to 
highlight a specific word they may not 
know very well and get an immediate pro- 
nunciation and definition of the word. The 
animation to the picture books is amazing. 
Though we have not received the devices 


yet, K-5 grades have been learning the 
proper way to care for them and excellent 
ways to take care of them.

You may have heard that there will be new requirements for school meals. The new requirements are great 
news for our students! The new requirements will help Jewell build on the work we are already doing to provide 
more fruits, vegetables, whole grains and healthier entrees in our school cafeterias. 


Some of the New Requirements Include 


e Increasing the amount of fruits and vegetables 

e Reducing the sodium in meals over the next 10 years 

e Setting calorie limits for the first time 

e Increasing whole grains 

e Limiting the amount of meat/meat alternatives and grains 


Students will now be required to have % cup of fruit or vegetable on their tray for it to count as a full meal. We 
plan to offer a variety of fruits and vegetables daily to give students more options in the hopes that choosing 
fruits and vegetables will be easy. 


Schools are now limited on how much meat/meat alternate and grains that can be offered. This means that 
some of the main dishes may not be as large as they have been in the past. Remember, though, there will be 
more fruits and vegetables available, to fill out the meal and ensure students have plenty to eat!
